Report of Library Trustees 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEB. 1, 1903. 


The room now occupied by the library is in every 
sense commodious, and pleasant, creditable alike to the 
good taste and judgment of our people. This room has 
been entirely refinished aud refurnished at an expense of 
$341.00, and is voted by all to be a step in the right direc- 
tion. That the library continues to hold its place in the 
regard and affection of our people is evidenced by the pat- 
ronage it continues to receive and by the continual de- 
mands made upon the trustees for ‘‘new books.”’ 

During the past year 2,959 books were loaned to 
patrons. ‘These books are classified as follows: Fiction, 
2,709; history, 25; travel, 98; biography, 15, and miscel- 
laneous, IrO. 

We have upon our shelves 2,253 books—certainly a 
very creditable showing for a town of the size of Fran- 
conia. Of this number, 172 were added during the year— 
138 by purchase and 34 the gift of Mrs. Annie Trumball 
Slosson. 

The Hon. Charles H. Greenleaf has generously given 
the library $52.50. The trustees are glad.to report that 
their annual inspection found the books generally in good 
condition, indicating proper treatment by the readers. 
The interior affairs of the library appear to have been well 
managed; the books have been carefully watched, collect- 
ed and cared for, and everything about the library indi- 
cates very careful attention to all the little details of her 
position by the librarian, and we desire to commend Miss 
Woodward for her faithful and efficient service. 

We recommend that the sum of one hundred dollars be 
appropriated for the purchase of books and seventy-five 
dollars for the services of the librarian. 

All of which is very respectfully submitted.
